Unlimited  class  cuts  do  not  necessarily  cause 
poor  grades,  as  proven  by  the  senior  class  this 
year.  Despite  the  arguments  against  this 
change  of  allowing  seniors  unlimited  class 
cuts,  despite  the  difficulty  in  instituting  it, 
this  class  has  set  a  new  record  that  former 
classes  could  never  boast  of  achieving. 

Every  senior  with  the  exception  of  one,  re¬ 
ceived.  an  average  of  two  quality  points  per 
course  or  better  last  quarter.  This  standard 
is  one  that  other  classes  have  not  reached'  this 
year  even  with  their  limited  cut  system. 

W e  do  not  believe  that  unlimited  cuts  alone 
are  responsible  for  good  grades.  In  fact,  they 
may  be  detrimental  to  many  students'  grades. 
Yet,  it  appears  consistent  that  they  encourage 
the  educative  process  for  some  individuals 
who  employ  wise  discretion  in  class  cutting. 

,  Under  the  current  set-up  seniors  are  granted 
the  privilege  of  "taking  it"  0r  "leaving  it."  It 
is  evident  that  subject  material,  in  some 
courses,  is  so  compactly  compressed,  that  stu¬ 
dents  are  practically  required  to  come  for  "it" 
although  they  might  never  get  it. 

But  to  those  who  do  feel  that  pressure  is  not 
applied  on  them  in  attending  classes  and  yet 
choose  to  attend  classes  for  the  value  gained 
,  therein;  to  those  who  have  gained  more  knowl¬ 
edge  more  effectively  because  of  personal 
choice  rather  than  force,  we  give  commenda¬ 
tion.  We  believe  that  the  senior  class  is 
composed  of  some  such  students  or  otherwise 
it  would  not  be  credited  with  this  superior  rec-
